24, 30 and 31 ), it also raise new issues regarding an alteration in one or more combinations of base pairs in PKI of the base sequences 
of SEQ ID NO: 1-7, which is not encompassed by independent claim, claim 20. In the amendment of June 7, 2006, claims 20 and 30 
would have been amended. 

If applicants' amendment were entered, it would have the following response: 

1. Claims 24, 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, written description, regarding an alteration in one or more 
combinations of base pairs in PKI, or in PKI, PKII and PKIII structures of the base sequences of SEQ ID NO:1-7 (see paragraph 5 of the 
Office Action dated April 25, 2006). In response, applicants indicate that item 3) of claims 20 and 30 regarding a base sequence 
substantially identical to the base sequence of 1) have been deleted, thus the rejection should be withdrawn (page 12 of the response). 
Applicants' response has been considered, however, the arguments are not persuasive because the specification only describes a 
specific mutation in the PKI region of SEQ ID NO:1, it does not describe a genus of variants for a modified polynucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 1-7 that promote translation activity. 

2. Claims 24 and 25 are are rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph as being indefinite because the claims recite an alteration in 
one or more combinations of base pairs in PKI of the base sequences of SEQ ID NO: 1-7 or a specific alteration in PKI of the base 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:1, which is not encompassed by the independent claim, claim 20.
